BOOK REVIEWS 


THE ANAEROBIC BACTERIA AND THEIR ACTIVITIES IT NATURE AND DISEASE. (A Subject Bib- 
liography in Two Volumes). Elizabeth McCoy and L. S. McClung. University of Cal- 
ifornia Press, Berkeley, and Cambridge University Press, London (1939) Vol. I, 
295 ppe; Vol. II, 602 pp. $10.00 


It is obviously impossible to review a bibliography; one can only describe 
its contents and form, and one who has for more than a auarter of a century attempt- 
ed to keep abreast of the developments in the field of anaerobic bacteriology can 
only sit back and gaze in woncer at the accomplishment here represented as a result 
of five years' intermittent’ work. For these two volumes comprise approximately 
120,000 entries of about’ 10,500 original journal articles, monographs, and other pub 
lished reports. Even so, the authors do not claim that it is complete. 


Volume I is a chronological index of authors beginning with the year 1816 and 
ending with the year 1938, thus covering a period of 122 years, It is interesting 
to note that the earliest references, prior to the actual discovery of anaerobic 
bacteria by Pasteur in 1861, were all to clinical descriptions of tetanus, botulism, 
and gaseous gangrene. This volume also contains a subject index outline with page 


references to Volume II as well as a valuable list of abbreviations used in citing 
periodical references. 
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Volume ITI is arranged by subjects, the main headings being habitat, culture 
methods, morphology, metabolism, vroducts of metabolisn, serological 
studies, disease relations, classifications, and special lists. These main headings 
are subdivided into sub-headings under ench of which the references are listed 
chronologically. Each reference gives the suthor's name, his initials, the journal, 
volume, inclusive paging, and year, but not the title. It is therefore necessary 
to refer back to the appropriate year in Volwae I to find the title. This makes the 
use of the bibliography a little cumbersonic but avoids the increased bulk and expen- 
sive printing of ea second volume large enourh to include the titles. One wonders 
indeed why a second volume wns needed at all because a good subject index with num- 
bers keyed to the references listed in Volume I would have made Volume II entirely 
superfluous. Volume II does, in fact, contain a good index, except that names of 
species are not included, but this is ensily permitted by the fact that they are 
listed alphabetically in the section on elassification. 


Since the authors have promised supplenentery editions to index the liter- 
ature accumulating after 1937, and have invited criticisms of the form and use of 
the present volumes, they may be induced to consider some of the above sugcestions. 
In the meantime, all wortsers in the field of annerobiec bacteriology will be ereteful 
for the excellent beginning here made.

THE BIOLOGY OF BACTERL.. Arthur T. Henrici. D. % Neath and Compeny, New York 
(1939) 2nd Ed. 494 pp. $3.60 


This second edition of 2n esteblished and successful text on the fundamentals 
of bacteriology is not a mere reprinting but 2 thorouch-going revision with consid- 
erable rewriting of the original volume The new edition contains 31 chapters and 
494 total pages as compared with 2° chaste rs and 472 pages in the first edition. 


There is a freshness to Henrici's bock with little of the warmed-over flavor 
so common in elementary texts. The title, TH®= BIOLOGY OF BACTERIA, carries a clear- 
cut and significant point-of-view meoning to the bacteriologist, and this book, 
perhaps more then any other text on the general cleuents of bacteriology, lives up 
to that name. For example, in plece of the conventional discussions of the effects 
of physical and chemical agents, or environmental factors, on microorganisms, there 
is an excellent and well-balanced chapter on the ecolosy of bacteria--a muich- 
needed and long=-nceglected field of study. Another chapter on ecology deals more 
specifically with habitats. ‘Through such influences we may yet hope to be liber- 

ated from the anachroniens, "hebitat: milk", "habitat: spoiled canned peas", and 
even “habitat: air", still to be found in some standard monuels. 


Those who must teach introductory becteriology to college students having a 
varied and frequently deficient background of treining are severely taxed in the 
effort to keep fully abreast with the developments and intricate details of such 
rapidly chenging subjects as the cellular chemistry and metabolism of bacteria, 
without losing their students in the woods. With a minimum of the abrecadabra of 
the specialist, Henrici accomplishes these difficult feats in a manner which is 
reminiscent of the old saying that Kantian philosophy could be taught to a peasant-- 
if one understood Kant with sufficient thoroughness. 


Viewed objectively, perhaps some would prefer a slightly different distribu- 
tion of material and balance between the subjects treated; possibly a painstaking 
search would reveal ea few minor errors which were missed in a leisurely reading. 
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But the volume carries throughout the oricinality and uniqueness wi 
teristic of the author's ovn researches, and, even to the most critical, the end 
product can be viewed only as 4 tarked success.

William Wood and 
Company, Baltimore (1938) 278 po. $4.00 


text intended to cover the requirements of advanced students and investi- 
gators whose interests may not. be primarily chemical, but who feel the need for 
some understanding of :1etabolic behavior and the gheuies] nature of microorjanisms. 
Disinfection snd chemotherapy are not treated. The three parts consider (1) sen- 
eral consideraticns including five chapters dealing with pH, redox potentials, 
colloids and adsorption, enzymes and the chemicnl comme osition of microorganisns; 
(2) metabolism, including nutrition of autotrophic and heterotrophic bacteria, 
adaptive and constitutive enzymes, growth fectors, bacterinl respiration, nitrogen 
and carbohydrete metabdolisn, fermentation, products of fungi, industrial 
fermentations, and proteins, polyssccharides, jipnoids and pignonts of microorgon- 
isms; (3) immunochemistry; haptens, antibodies and complement, mechanism 
of ontigen-antibody roactions. Appendix and index, 


The nomenclature cmployed is that of the Ath odition of Borgey. Roferences 
are largely to the more comprehensive texts; it is not clear that literature of the 
original investigations was consulted. Owing to the rapid development in the field, 
a more careful consultction of recent journal articles might have resulted in the 
inclusion of more recent points of view in certain discussions of bacterial meta- 
bolism. The text is well worth rending, md is recommended. 


MANUAL OF VETERINARY BACTERIOLOGY. Raymond A. Kelser Villiams end Wilkins Com- 
pany, Baltimore. 3rd Ed. 640 pp. 46.00 


The general plan of this book, its size and appenrance, are very much like 
the previous editions. ‘here has been a thorough revision of the entire text, how- 
ever. A chapter on bactericl variation bv Col. Jes. S. Sinmons again is included, 
and the introductory chapter on the protozoan wos written by Col. C. F. Craig. 


The text follows the conventionsi style except that there are chapters on 
such subjects as "Technical Methods for the Study of the Protease: "Clinical Blood 
Examinations", "Preparation of Vaccines and Bacterins", which deal with matters 
that ordinarily are not found in general texts. The reviewer doubts the value of 
such chapters, since they are antnie superficinl. Most students will prefer, he 
believes, to consult some of the laboratory guides and books on technic, of which 
there are many evailable, when interested in such matters. The reviewer »lso 
doubts the wisdom in a book of this size and nature of including such an extensive 
discussion on "Bacterial Variation" (29 pages). 


The descriptions of species generally ore concise ond accurate. The illus- 
traticns, most of which were made by the author, are excellent. When discussing 
the pox diseases the author forgets the extensively and successfully used vaccines 
for fowl pox when he says that "Vaccination of the lower animals against pox is 
possible, but is rarely-employed". The discussion of the coccidia likewise is dis- 
appointing. All of the chicken coccidin, for example, are described under a single 
Obsolete name, Himeria and the description given is a hodge=-podge of sev- 
eral species. In the‘same way, all of the cattle species are thrown together under 
the name of Eimeria bovis. The species occurring in sheep and swine, which are rel- 
atively common in this country end elsewhere, and of considernble economic importmce 
are not oven mentioned.

A FUNDAMENTAL APPROACH TO BACTERIOLOGY. C. S. ifudge, and F. 8. Smith. J. W. Stacey 
Ine., Sen Francisco ) 265 pp. 
The authors have made x serious attempt to produce a text that will serve as 

guidebook to orderly thinking in the field of bacteriology. The details have 
been left for the student to discover insofar as he may wish to investigate the 
literature end subject matter available in the lsboratory. Presentation of the 
text is in an informal manner similar to s series of lectures or conferences with 
the student. 


To assist the student in forming concepts of the size, rate of reproduction, 
and chomical activity of the bacterin, forceful exampies ere employed. Discussions 
of some of the more difficult phases ae the subject, such as pili, elf, ond the theory 
of staining are clearly ond simply given. 

The "History of Pacteriology", the "Bacteriolosy of Disease", the "Indus- 
triel Applications of Racteriology", ani the "Clessification of Bacteria", are very 
briefly discussed in this volune. From . fundamental stantpeint, it is probnbly 
correct to exclude some of this material, but it seeus as though the history and 
classification might be used to advantage in orienting the student. 


However, this book must be judsed on the basis of what its scuthors wish it 
to be, that is, a bit of thoir ovm exverience in the field of bacteriology which 
will stimulate their students to Gann into the neture of the bacteria end their 
activities. Its viewpoint is new.

Elizabeth R. Sink 


Miss Sink, a serologist and bacteriologist in Detroit, Michigan, died on 
June 12. She had been a member of the Society since 1937. 


Frederick P. Guy 


The death of Dr. Gay on July 14 at his summer home in Now Hartford, Conn., 
raises the toll of older members who have recently passed away. Dr. Gay had been 
influential in Society affairs for 25 years. 


A native of Boston, Dr. Gay graduated from Harvard and received his medical 
degree from Johns Hopkins in 1901. During the early part of his career, he served 
successively on the Johns Hopkins Medical Commission to the Philippines, as assis- 
tant demonstrator of pathology at the Univ. of Pennsylvania, as a fellow at the 
Rockefeller Institute, and as a research worker for severnl years under Jules Bor- 
det at the Pasteur Institute in Brussels. After a brief period as bacteriologist 
at Danvers Insane’Hospital, he became essocinoted with Harvard Medical College. 
From 1910 to 1923, Dr. Gay held the position of professor of pathology and bacter- 
iology at the University of California, interspersing his work there with a period 
as major in the Army Medical Corps and with relief service in Belgium. Becoming 
professor of bacteriology at the College of Physicians and Surgeons in 1923, Dr. Gay 
was ective on the Columbia University Faculty until the time of his death. 


An outstanding bacteriologist, Dr. Gay included in his studies the subjects 
of immunity, the action of sulfsanilamide in streptococcus infection, the origin 
and nature of antibodies, and studies of typhoid fever, leprosy, and sleeping sick- 
ness. He contributed to a number of scientific periodicals and was the author of 
several books. 


Dr. Gay*s knowledge and ability made him an important member of many boards 
and committees, especially the Leonard Wood Memorial, and the medical section of the 
National Research Council. His work in Belgium was acknowledged by his appointment 
as an associate of the Belgian Society of Biology and a commander of the Order of 
the Crown of Belgium. He was prominent in © number of pathological, bacteriological, 
and immunological organizations.
